London, Aug. 20.— The Daily Graphic 
publiahea the following deepatoh from 
Berlin: 

" General Stewart Woodford, the 
newly appointed minister to Spain from 
the United States, has been instructed 
by President McKinley to ascertain the 
limit of neutrality to be observed by the 
European powers in the event that the 
United States should decide on an of 
fensive policy against Spain, and he has 
been in communication with the various 
American ambaBPudora on thu subject. 

"Col. John Hay, American ambas- 
sador to Great Britain, lias received no 
encouragement from Lord Salisbury. M. 
Hanotaux, tbe French minister, em- 
phatically refused to discuss the matter 
with General Horace Porter, American 
ambassador to France, and for some days 
avoided granting an audience to General 
Woodford. 

" As a last rosouice General Woodford 
and General Porter telegraphed for Mr. 
White, who joined them. Mr. White is 
the cleverest American diplomat in 
Europe. He knows better than anyone 
in President McKinley'a cabinet the 
futility of the step now being taken. 
He has avoided even mentioning it to 
the German government, and went to 
Paris resolved to do all in his power to 
dissuade General Woodford and General 
Porter from any course but the one of 
moderation towards Spain." 

SPAIN AND CUBA. 

Their Relations Discussed With the Late 
Premier Shottly Before His Death. 

London, Aug. 20.— Mr. Galderon Car- 
lisle, Washington counsellor of the 

Spanish legation in the United States, 
has arrived here. In the course of an 
interview with a correspondent of the 
Associated Press, Mr. Carlisle said he 
went to Spain to pay an audience with 
the Queen Pegent, and discussed with 
th(! late Seiior Canovaa del Castillo, the 
premier, and other higti ollicials of tlie 
Spanish goveriiiiient, tho various as- 
pet;tB of tho Cuban (jiieationa, explainiug 
to Senor Canovaa the details of jonie of 
the principal filibustering expeditions 
from tho United .States to Cuba, and giv- 
ing his views as to tlie legal aspects of tlie 
filibustering claims whicli had beoii in- 
vestigated since the war broke out in 
Cuba. Spain, he said, intended to press 
her claims for compensation for filibus- 
tering. These claims overbalance the 
American claims for damages to the 
property of citizens of the United States 
in the island. 

" My last interview with the late Senor 
Canovas," said Mr. Carlisle, " was dur- 
ing the week before he was assassinated 
and at tlie hotel which was the scene of 
the tragedy. He reciuested mo to call. 
I was awaitiiif^ his arrival at the oHiueof 
the hotel. When Senor Canovaa entered 
the room lie was immediately surround- 
ed liy lialf a dozen gentlemen, amid 
wlioni he stood talking Cuban matters. 
I iiKitiired as to these gentlemen, and 
was tolil thai: they were newspaper cor- 
resijomients. The scene was entirely 
inforniul— (juite American in fact. One 
coultl easily see how a man so approach- 
able as .Senor Canovas could be assas- 
sinated without mucli difficulty. I was 
told he always received newspaper cor- 
respondents freely and talked to them 
frankly. 

" Senor Oanovas appeared to be in ex- 
cellent health and spirits, though uf 
course he was no longer a young man. 
lie told ine that ho was saliBlied that 
the progress of tho war in Cuba this 
Hiimnicr had been all that could be ex- 
pected in tho wet eeaaoii, and tliat he 
believed conilitiona would be much bet- 
ter in the autumn. Ho spoke feelingly 
of the Buffering in Cuba, which he con- 
sidered and described as unavoidably in- 



cidental to a state of war; and he ex- 
pressed the warmest hope tiiat the ne- 
cessity for Bufleriiig would soon cease. 
The condition of public sentiment in the 
United States was a matter about which 
he made particular inquiry. I assured 
him that the country was not so partial 
to tho insurgent movement as might be 
inferred frbm some newspapers and tho 
reports of the congressional debates." 

Mr. Carliale believes the eflect of the 
assassination of Canovas will be to unite 
more closely the various sections of the 
Conservative party in Spain. He said : 
"I can speak not only for the court 
circle, but also for the people in three 
provinces, where the Carlists are re- 
puted to be strongest; and I can say 
that I saw no oiEns of preparations for a 
Carlist rising, nor anything to corrobor- 
ate the reports circulated in the United 
States to tbe effect that the Spanish 
people are so dissatisfied with the gov- 
ernment as to' be easily incited to over- 
throw it." 



TO DECIDE ON MONDAY. 



The Coal Mine Owners Will Theii 
Act Vigorously Unless Arbi- 
tration Succeeds. 

Strikers' Proclamation Eead as aa 
Admissiou of Defeat— Men 
Betnrn to Work. 



THE DESPEEATE ABMENIANS. 

They Are Reported to Contemplate Further 
Outrages in the Turkish Capital. 

CoMSTAKTiNOPiiB, Aug. 20.— It DOW ap- 
pears Wednesday was selected for the 

explosion of bombs in this city because 
the Turkish cabinet had been announced 
to meet on that day at the offices of the 
grand vizier. Turkish ofHoials have for 
some time past been apprehending dan- 
ger, though they were not aware of its 
imminence. Immediately after the ex- 
plosion gangs of Mussulmans crowded 
the Btreeta, ready for mischief. The 
police ordered_ them back to their homes 
and even arrested some who were armed 
with cudgels, 

Freeh outrages are apprehended, pos- 
sibly upon the anniversary of the attack 
on the Ottoman bank, August 26, or the 
anniversary of the accession of Abdul 
Hamid U to the throne, August 31, on 
which day, in 1876, he succeeded hia 
elder brother, Saltan Marad V, who was 
deposed. The British and Italian guard- 
ships have left their usual anchoraee 
and entered the harbor. 

Nkw Yokk, Aug. 20.— A despatch to 
tho Herald from Constantinople Bays: 
"Perfect calm reigns, but rumors" of 
fresh Armenian schemes for outrage 
continue. A Turkish official who has 
much to do with tho maintenance of 
public order, just said to me: 'Well, 
let them try, if they care to. We are 
perfectly ready for them.' Indeed, the 
Turks are showing the utmost vigilance. 
They are determined not to stand any 
more Armenian defiance of law. Tlie 
man I described yesterday as having 
fired a revolver at Pera, had previously 
thrown a bomb amid tbe sentries sta- 
tioned outside the official residence of 
the governor of Pera. The detonator 
exploded, but, luckily, the bomb did 
not, otherwise a hundred innocent men 
would have been sacrificed.'" 

An official note issued this afternoon 
says: "Six Armenian anarchists who 
perpetrated the criminal act yesterday 
have been arrested and will' soon be 
tried. They will receive exemplary 
punishment." 

A STOBY OF PIEATES. 

They Boarded an Italian Craft, Abducted 
the Officers and Stole the Papers 
and Instruments. 

Valetta, Isle of Malta, Aug. 20. — In- 
formation has just been received here to 
tho elleet that the Italian bark Fiducia, 
Captain Razeto, from Pascagoula on 
June 4 for Marseilles, was spoken on 
August 18 in latitue 36.01, and reported 
having been boarded on August 1.5, 
abreast of Cape Baba bay, by fourteen 
liiratea who fired on the crew, stole the 
vessel's charts, instruments, provisions 
and the clothing of the crew, cut the 
running gear, and carried oU' tlie captain, 
boatswain and one seamen. The Fiducia 
was supplied with provisions and instru- 
ments by a passing vessel and thus en- 
abled to proceed. 



PiTTSBORC), Aug. 20.— The coal opera- 
tors are waiting for n reply from National 
President Ratchford to their telegram 
asking for a conference for tho purpose 
of settling the strike by arbitration. At 
2 o'clock no word' had been received 
from Mr. Ratchford. The operators say 
they will wait until Monday and that 
the conference if held will be for Western. 
Pennsylvania and for the other states. 
If no reply is received and the miuere' 
oflicials refuse to meet with the opera- 
tors, new men will be imported and 
preparations made to start the mines at 
once. At the Chameroni mines on the 
Monongahela river many miners have 
been evicted from the company's houses, 
and others have been served with notices 
to vacate at once. The families are in 
destitute circumstances and are being 
fed by the residents of California aha 
other towns along the river. 

PrrTKnuiui, Aug. 20.— The strikers ex- 
press the belief that one of the mines to 
be operated by the mine owners in their 
eflbrt to break the strike will be the 
Plum creek mine, and that the miners 
now at work at Oak hill and Sandv 
creek will be taken to Plum creek tmi 
the other mine closed down. By cen- 
tralizing their forces the company would 
have 281 men, which would be enough 
to operate the Plum creek mine in full. 
To ofTset this movement the strikers will 
move the camps from Tulo and all the 
men will go into camp at Plum creek. 

Wheeling, W, Va., Aug. 20.— The 
coal strike seems to be gaining strength 
on the Norfolk and Western railway, but 
it will take rapid work there to make up 
for the losses sufl'ered at Fairmont and 
in the Kanawba and New River valleys. 
The announcement of the national ex- 
ecutive board at Columbus that all the 
railroaders and federal workers are to be 
called upon to join tho strike is looked 
upon by local labor leaders as practically 
an admlBsion of defeat. 

EvANsviLhE, Ind., Aug. 20. — Bipstof 
tho local miners who were induced by 
the Btriker§, to quit have returned to 
work, and now there is only one of the 
mines not in operation. The marchers 
are still here but feel rather discouraged.

UNtTED STATES DR'YD©CKS. 

iThose That Ato Big 'Enouglj •Seem to Be 
Too 'Far 'Inland. 

WA.sHisGrojT, Aug. 16. — Admiral 
Bunce, commander of the New York 
navy yard; Commodore Chadwiok, chief 
of the equipment bureau, and Naval 
■ Constructor Daniel were in conference 
with acting Secretary Roosevelt at the 
'navy department to-day considering in a 
.general way the subject of di-y dooks for 
the vessels of the 'United States. Pre- 
liminary to tlie preparation of the ques- 
tion of drydoolcs'to be submitted to con- 
gress at its nest session, tb« necessity 
which compelled the Indiana 'to go to 
Halifax to be -doeked has aroused the 
navy department to the importance of 
having a syatem-of docks which can be 
utilized for any of our vessels. 

There have been many attempts in 
the past to secure better docking facili- 
ties. Several plana for tlie building of 
large docks have been proposed, but 
none has yet been fount! satisfactory. 
Navy ofhcera have urged the importance 
of having a large dock either at Boston 
or Portsmouth, TJ'.H., also at Norfolk, 
Va., and at some point on the gulf, pos- 
sibly in the inovth of the Missiesippi 
river near Algiers, La., and another on 
the Pacific coiiat. It ia expected that 
recommendationa for more dooks and 
•the urgent necessity of two or more 
capable of holdingthe largest battleships 
will be aet out in the project to be sub- 
inaitted to congreas by the navy depart- 
iment. 

Wasiiinoto.v, Aug. 17.— The board 
•convened by Acting Secretary Roobevelt 
'to consider the project for dry dooks ba.s 
been in session duning the day, and will 
continue to exarnine iiili) the matter as 
long as Admiral Ifuuce can be abHent 
from the New York navy yard. The 
bureau of yarda and docks ia now having 
condemnation proceedings made iii Port 
Royal, S.C., preparatory to dredging the 
■channel to the dock at that place. The 
dock is large enough for the Indiana or 
any of the battleKliipa. but cannot be 
reached owing to the shallow channel. 
Work of dredging the channel would 
liave been begun before, but it was 
necessary for the government to aciiuirc 
a strip of land upon which to dejiosit 
the dredging to make a channel which 
would not be filled up as soon as com- 
pleted. Early next month a contract 
will he let for dredging a channel deep 
enough for the large snips.

AMERICANS IN THE YUKON. 

It ia not easy to decide whether an 
article in the New York Commercial Ad- 
vertiser, headed "Canada's Treatment 
of American Miners " ia sarcastic or 
Berioua. If it ia serioua, it ia silly; if 
earcastic it ia obscure. It begina by the 
Btateineut that it is difficult to find out 
just what the Canadian government in- 
tends to do in regard to American min- 
ers, warns us against an exhibition of 
greed and congratulates itself npon the 
fact that it will be able to appeal to 
London against anything Canada may 
do. It grows quite indignant, or sarcas- 
tic, we do not know which, when speak- 
in'; of the treatment likely to be exhibit- 
ed " towards these new-comers, whose 
avowed purpose is to take as much gold 
as they can get from the aoil of the Do- 
minion and then return to the United 
States with it." To anyone, except an 
American jingo, it would seem reason- 
able to exact something substantial from 
new-comers, who have sucli intentions. 
Every other country in the world would 
make them pay eoundly for the privilege 
and so should Canada. 

The people of the Dominion either own 
this country or they do not. At present 
they are under the impreesion that they 
do, and that being the case it might be 
just as well if the newspapers across the 
boundary line would tune their criti- 
cisms and comments to a diflerent key 
Under the British flag aliens are treated 
•with such liberality that it is not very 
easy for our people to make up their 
minda to discriminate against them. It 
will he recalled that wlien the proposal 
was made during the laat session of the 
legislature of the province to deprive 
aliens of the privilege of taking out 
mining Ucenaej the protest was general 
from all qnarters of British Columbia 
and the objectionable measure was de- 
leated. A fair field and no favor is all 
the British people want anywhere, but 
there ia a point beyond which forbear- 
ance ceases to be a virtue, and we are 
not sure that it has not been reached in 
this Yulcon bnsineaa. 

The case stands this way. The Yukon 
river is partly in Canada and partly in 
Alaska. Auriferous gravels occur on 
both sides of the boundary line. No part 
of th-e river valley ia likely to be per- 
manently occupied after tlie gold mines 
are exhausted. The " development " of 
the Yukon valley will consist in the ex- 
ploitation of the gold. Into that part of 
the Yukon valley which flows through 
Alaska only American citizens may go 
in search of gold, while in the larger 
part, whicli is in Canada, every one may 
go. We submit that the Americans have 
an unfair advantage under such an ar- 
rangement, which ought to remain in 
force no longer. The Commercial Ad- 
vertiser talks of an appeal to Lon- 
don. We suggest that not an 
appeal exactly, but a proposal 
might be made to Washington that the 
g.)ld holds of the whole Yukon valley be 
thrown open to the world, each country 
retaining its sovereignty over its own 
portion of the valley. Such a proposal 
would simply mean that the Alaskan 
placers would be no longer reserved for 
United States citizens. It would be 
rejected of course, and being rejected the 
absurdity of the American claim for 
equal privileges with Canadians in the 
Canadian Yukon wocild be at once 
apparent, and the claim could at once 
be denied. 

No one need be deceived by the bluster 
which Bome of the American papers are 
making. It is all wind; but even if it 
■were more, that would be no reason why 
Crtiiiidii Bliould not stand upou her 
dignity and exerciae rights of sovereignty 



in her own territory. If we are to own 

this country only on the suffrance of our 
neighbors, let us find it out and find it 
out soon. To be the possessors of a 
magnificent realm and to be afraid to use 
it as our own is to invite the contempt 
of the civilized world. 



TEE DENOUNCED TREATIES. 

The comments upon the denunciation 
by Great Britain of the Belgian and 
German treaties, because they stand in 
the way of trade relations between the 
Mother Country and the Colonies, are 
interesting reading. We give the tenor 
of a number of articles in the British and 
Continental press. 

The London Times says the reason for 
the denunciation is well understood in 
Berlin and Brussels, where no diaposi- 
tiou exists to magnify the event or an- 
ticipate an economic war. 

The Morning Foat ia informed that the 
British government has notified the 
German government that it is willing to 
enter into a new treaty, which will not 
affect Great Britain and her Colonies, 
but will extend to Germans all the privi- 
leges they now enjoy in Great Britain ; 
and it anticipates the formation of "a 
fresh and satisfactory compact." 

The Morning Advertiser says the Col- 
onies are Great Britain's nearest con- 
cern, and if Germany proposes retalia- 
tory duties against British goods, ae is 
probable, " we must not be dismayed at 
the prospect." It regards the denoun- 
cing of the treaties as a commercial 
event of the first importance. 

The Daily Chronicle thinks the United 
States will not like the new arrange- 
ment, because it will strengthen the 
commorcial position of Canada, but that 
the Germans will get over their pique 
when they come fully to understand 
what is meant. Only the other day, it 
says, a strong party were urging that the 
treaty should be denounced in the in- 
terests of German trade. 

The Daily Graphic says: "By de- 
nouncing the treaties we set our colonies 
free." The treaties were " silly " in the 
lirat i>lace. As to German lioatility, " it 
is difficult to see what practical expres- 
sion that wrath can take." 

Morning promises the denunciation 
"a bloodless violence for British com- 
mercial policy without any loss to Ger- 
many." It believes that a new treaty 
can be framed more satisfactory to both 
parties. 

The Westminster Gazette assures Ger- 
many and Belgium that the new step is 
not intended as a departure from free 
trade, which ia " maintained not for 
their benefit or pleaaure, but because 
we believe it to be the best possible 
policy for ourselves." 

The Sliedield Independent says: 
" What the denunciation proves is that 
free trade within the Empire is perfectly 
consistent with English free trade with 
all the world." " AVhere, then," it aaka, 
" is the triumph of protection? It is 
farther off than ever." 

Le Journal dea Debats says: " It is in 
fact the great idea of Imperial Feder- 
ation that ia to be furthered. In com- 
mencing the execution of this project, 
the British government has shown the 
world that it ia determined not to allow 
itself to be hindered, even by obataclea 
hitherto considered of the most serious 
character." 

Le Temps says: "To the dreams of 
Pan-Americanism is to be opposed a not 
less grand and perhaps less chimerical 
conception, that of a vast Britannic 
Union, which, while dominating the 
world, could, if need be, suflice for it- 
self." It regards the denunciation of 
the treaties as the British answer to the 
protectionist theories which aimed at 
isolating Great Britain, and says that if 
French statesmen do not learn the lea- 
son which the event teaches " they will 
have nothing left them but to sign over 
the isolation of I'Vance and the irrepar- 
able downfall of our commerce." 

Thi3 Berlin Post warns Canada tlial 
the new arrangement may prove a two- 
edged sword, but admits that the conse- 
quences of the new step cannot be fore- 
seen. 

The VoisBche Zeitung says : " It is a 
matter of indifference whether we have 

any treaty of commerce with Great Brit- 
ain or not," adding that there ia no rea- 
son to expect that Great Britain will 
adopt a protectionist jjolicy. 

The Berlin Tageblatt says that Great 
Britain's intention to form the Mother 
Country and the Colonies in a customa 
union will not induce her to restrict her 
trade with Germany more than is neces- 
sary to accomplish that object. 

Tlio Kreuz Zeitung thinks the stej) is 
in the direction of protection, but that 
Great Britain's interests are so immense 
and so diversified that there ia no cause 
for alarm. 

The Hamburgiache OorreapOndent con- 
tents iteelf with ahowing the immense 
importance of Germany's trade with the 
British Colonies. 

riio Kolnisclio Zeitung believes that 
Great Britain is actuated by a desire to 
supplant Germany in the markets of 
America, and that if an attempt should 
be made to discriminate against her, she 
would put forth such an ell'ort that Ger- 
many would at once lose all ahe has 
gained by yeara of atruggle. 

What the writer waa trying to get at 
in the paragraph, which we followed the 

other day in regard to Chesterfield Inlet, 
was that if a line of railway was built to 
James Bay, a lino of steamers put on 
across Hudson's Bay to Chesterfield In- 
let and a canal built to connect the Inlet 



with Great Slave lake, a new highway 
would be provided by which not only 
tho great Northwest, but the Yukon, 
might be reached. The plan looks well 
on paper, for it has gone far enough to 
have a map made about it, but we fancy 
that it will remain on paper for some 
time to come. 



The Times wishes the public to under- 
stand that it does not necessarily ap- 
prove of propositions which it endorses. 
Having got itself into a hole by endors- 
ing what a correspondent said, it knows 
no other course to take than to assail 
the OoLONLST. To this we have no great 
objection. Indeed, during these warm 
days it ia somewhat pleasant to see a 
newspaper work itself up into a frenzy, 
for it proves that some one is hotter than 
you are. The truth ia that our evening 
contemporary, this self-styled champion 
of the workingman against the official 
and the capitalist, has got itself into the 
i'ldioulous position of ono who compares 
the hardships and tho jjrivations of the 
Mounted Police to those of the. prospec- 
tors and miners, and hence believes the 
people, who, life and fortune in hand, 
penetratec the Y'ukon wilderness in 
search of gold, are not entitled to any 
more consideration than so many sal- 
aried government officials. This absurd 
position will weaken the Times where it 
needs to be strong, if it is to be strong 
anywhere, and naturally enough it 
S(iuirm8 very badly when pinned down 
to it. Our contemporary says it did not 
mean this, but we protest that no ono 
ought to bo under the necessity of study- 
ing out hidden meanings in its utter- 
ances. We do not know any other way 
to read a newspaper than to take the 
words used in their everyday meaning. 
It ia impossible for newspaper readers to 
call iiersonally upon a newspaper and 
ask wliat any particular sentence means. 
They must take the language as they 
find it, aud when the lauguago 
is that of unqualified endorsation, they 
must suppose that the newspaper in- 
tended an endorsement. The Times 
may wrigcle, but it cannot escape. It 
pinned itself down to the nonsenaical 
poaition above mentioned, and there it 
must remain. We note that while it 
says it did not mean what it said, it has 
not yet ventured to say what it thinks it 
did mean. Perhaps it does not know.

Tlien will come a race lor girls ; a 75- 
ya'rd dash for hoys under ten ; girls' race, 
fifty yards; boys' race, 100 yards; an 
egg race for girls; a three-legged race for 
boys under ten; a needle race for girls; 
a sack race, and a series of tuga-of-war. 
In the tagging contests, sides will con- 
sist of ten persons each , picked from 
representatives of tbe school, the choir, 
and tbe parish. 

A FOilTUME CLOSE AT HAND. 

Peacock Copper Discovered in Quantity on 
the Vancouver Island Coast. 

It is not on the Klondyke or Stewart 
creek alone tliat iortunes are to bo made, 
as those wlio returned to Victoria by the 
Willapa yesterday can witli positiveness 
testify. Among the incoming passen- 
gers was Mr, J, C. Kincarid, of Sumner, 
who has been prospecting since the tirst 
of July last, and in proof of liia euccesa 
brings home a sackful of eainplea of the 
prettiest peacock copper seen in Vic- 
toria during recent uiontha. Tire samples 
total more than a hundred pounds in 
weight and closely resemble the peacock 
ore from the Van Anda. What tlieir 
value is cannot be delinitely determined 
until the assayers complete tiieir reports, 

Mr. Kincaid'a partner and companion 
was the well-known .Jainea ^V. Jones, of 
Alborni — " Black .Jones," than whom 
there ia no better ])roBpector in the dis- 
trict. Their operations were coiilineil to 
the territory about Sidney harbor, above 
Clayoquot, of wiiich theyare the pioneer 
prospectors. 

Four ledges were uncovered, distinct 
but running parallel for about -i, 500 feet, 
in one of which is this peactjck copper oi 
the highest grade, while the others indi- 
cate the same valuable clasa of ore. The 
one ledge from which the majority of 
the specimens have been taken averages 
about thirty feet in width, and has been 
traced tbe length of the claim. Samples 
of 100 pounds were tahen from a nine- 
inch hole, and all tbe specimens secured 
are of much the sameqaality. Some of 
the samples will be assayed here and 
others taken for treatment to thesmelter 
at Tacoma, tor which city Mr. Kincaid 
left this morning.

ateamer at Skagway for Seattle. One of 
the number according to the first infor- 
mation received, brinjja with him to hia 
home in Seattle, no lees than $160,000 in 
gold dust as the proceeds of his own 
labor only during a single season. Hia 
name was not given iu the dispatch from 
Union telling of his good fortune, but the 
sender of the news remarked that there 
can be no question of its reliability. 

Accompanying him lioiiie are four 
Victorians, wlio have been mining on 
the upper Yukon and although they 
bave not been quite as fortunate as some 
others, have upwards of |25,000 to show 
for their labors. Millions in virgin gold 
may be looked for by the steamers arriv- 
ing here from the North daring tbe nest 
few months. 

The scene of good luck ia said to be the 
point at whicli the new find waa reported 
ttiree days ago, and latest reports from 
the north are to the effect that even 
famous Klondyke is now neglected, the 
miners rushing from there to the .Stewart 
where even larger fortunes are to be 
made in inlinitely shorter time. Clar- 
ence lierry'a hick palea into comparative 
insignificance beside that of ttiia later 
Croesus, who according to latest ad- 
vices made his pile within a few months. 
Speaking of the Stewart river discover- 
ies, James O'Brien writes to W. II. 
Hindle of Juneau, his letter bearing 
date of June 22. tie says : 

Upwards of one hundred and flfty 
men are starting as I wHte for Stewart 
river, just as hopeful and enthasiaatic 
as when they took part in the rush to 
Bonanza and' El Dorado creeks. All six 
tributaries of the IClondyke are also 
jiroving rich beyond report, Adama 
creek alone tailing to justily expecta- 
tions. 

Sam Levy, a young Seattle I\londyker, 
Ikis just bueri hear from in a letter to bia 
brotlier-in-law, Mr, rjiillipa, of this 
city, lie aavH that tlie jjarty of whicli 
he is i. ineiubtT will be over the pass in 
about live days fioni the tliite of writing, 
the bard work then com riiencing. 

" No one lias any idea of Lbe terrible 
journey," the letter prucecda. " We 
have been making thirty miles a day 
and carry 800 pounds a day. All the 
stuff has to bo packed tbree miles over 
ttie mountains, as the horses cannot got 
over loaded. Wo expect to reach Dawson 
City by the 20th of September. So 
many are getting disheartened and dis- 
gusted, and are selling their outfits for 
just enough to enable them to reach 
dome, tbat there is no difBculty in get- 
ting supplies," 

The customs autlioritiea have received 
the welcome information that hereafter 
vessels from this port may enter and 
clear from Skagway in the same 
manner as Dyea, the fatal objec- 
tion to the latter place in its 
exposed condition and absence ol 
landing facilities for large craft being 
recognized by the American auihorilies. 
Yesterday's good news came in tele- 
grams to Collector Milne and to Mr. 
Thomas Earle, M. P., in answer to the 
following telegram which that gentleman 
had sent on Wednesday last:

ANOTHER NATURAL KESODRCE, 

A British. Columbia Grass Tbat Is Suitable 
for tbe Uakine of Binder Twine. 

Consequent upon incniiries, the de- 
partment of agriculture iiaa been in cor- 
respondence with the Wisconsin Grasa 
Twine Company on tfie subject of what 
they call " slouRh " or wire grass, for 
tbe manufacture of binder and other 
common twines. It was learned tbat tbe 
grass alluded to was really a sedge, bot- 
anically called carex val'pinoidea. Mr. 
Anderson, tbe deputy minister of agri- 
culture, thereupon sent to the company 
specimens of the most common of the 
liritieh Colinubia sedgea, whicli are 
usnally cut for swamp hay — carex exsic- 
catft aud carex cryptocarpa. On receipt 
of those samples Mr. O'ShauRlmessy, the 
nianaj^er, wrote to IMr. Anderson: 

" Liraea like these samples would be 
suitable for our manufacturea. I would 
thnnlc you very much to Icnow approxi- 
mately in what quantities this grass can 
be had, and where the lands producing 
it are situated." 

To this Mr^ Anderson has replied, 
stating that tlie grass urows along the 
maricin of any lake or river in this csun- 
try where the conditions are favorable, 
and that probably tlie Hate of tlie Fraser 
are as favorable as any locality for grow- 
ing a large quantity. He has also aakcd 
for particulars as to the length required, 
when and how to cut the grass, the man- 
ner of curing it, the quantity tbat the 
company will re<] uire and the price the 
grass will cominanil, Anyone interested 
in acipiiring iiiforinatioii may see the 
graea at the otlice of the department of 
agriculture.

To Titii Si'OinT.N'Q Editor: — I note by 
the Times of yesterday that " as all the 
American riders— that is all the Puget 
Sound cracks— have gone over to the 
new California league, it would be use- 
less to e.xtend the profeasional pro- 
gramme for the cbampioDship meet at 
Wellington when there are only four or 
five provincial professionals."

There are but two professional events 
on the raeecard referred to, and if this 
meaua anything it means that if British 
Columbia is noing to stick to the 
C.W.A., i:ooil-byB to bicycle racing here 
that is worth the title. 

It is nonsense to say that higher grade 
riders will come oat from the East for 
our British Columbia meets to reward 
the faithful for their devotion. Instead 
of thifl it is more probable that they will, 
as in the past, take our half dollars, 
hedge our race meets about with as many 
noasensical restrictions as an antagonis- 
tic chief dictator can think of, and have 
the laugh in their sleeves at our idiocy 
that permits tbem to do bo. 

Our iatereats are natarally in common 
with those of our neiebbora across the 
Sound and in California. It seems to 
me that the most sensible thing the 
British Columbia wheelmen can do 
would be to follow the example set 
by the Sound people and cast iu 
their lot with the Coast league. 
Without the support and co-operation of 
the Sound riders we liave not a sufh- 
ciont number of riders to make credit- 
able racing. And certain it is that if 
we go with them we will secure an in- 
creased measure of self-government, and 
feel the eQ'ect of the change almost im- 
mediately in getting for a fall race meet 
here the greatest list of fast riders ever 
seen in the Northwest. I refer to Otto 
JSiecler and his companions.

To Tin: pDiTOii: — In an editorial in 
this morning's C<.)i,oxis'r re " the misun- 
derstanding at Skagway," yon take for 
granted certaia conditioiia to have ex- 
isted, and thereon proceed to pass judg- 
ment in an off-hand sort of way upon 
the customs inspector on board the 
Danube, and at the same time advise 
ahipmasterB how to act in the future in 
the management of their shipe' cuatoma 
baainesa. 

Allow me herewith to state the con- 
ditions as they did exist at the time of 
the Dannbe's arrival in Alaskan waters, 
The Danube cleared from Victoria for 
Dyea via Mary Island, which ia the first 
port of entry in Alaska coming from 
the south. At Mary Island the ship, 
instead of getting clearance for Dyea, 
as e.'cpected, was seat to Juneau, 
there to report to tho customs. At 
the same time Customs Inspector Smith 
was sent along witli inetructions to re- 
turn with the ship to Mary Island. The 
Danube had, besides freight and passen- 
gers for Dyea in a general sort of way, a 
consignment of 00 tons of freight for the 
British Yukon Company at Skagway, 
which the company expected to have 
landed at their wharf. This waa pointed 
out to the collector at Mary island, 
wliereupon the collector then gave Mr. 
Smith, the inapeotor, special inatruc- 
tions to allow the freight to be landed 
aa requested. Had the collector 
of customs at Mary island intend 
ed that I should report to 
anyone at Dyea in regard to 
the manner of dieeliarging there, he 
would have given instructions acicord- 
ingly. Again, on arriving at Juneau a 
clearance waa issued there by the col- 
lector for the Danube to proceed to 
Dyea Inlet, discharge freight and return 
to Mary Island, without auy mention 
being made to the inspector or niyeelf to 
report to any further customs oflicers at 
Dyea, Had it been intended that the 
ship should report to any cuatoma officer 
at Dyea, a clearance would have been 
given to the ship from Juneau to Dyea, 
and there after discharging freight ob- 
tain a clearance for the next port as de- 
sired. 

Your comparison of Victoria and Cad- 
boro Bay and Dyea and Skagway does 
not hold good eitJier. N'o ship master 
conld possibly stretch hia imagination to 
Biich an extent aa to exi)ect to find the 
custom houae of the j)ort of Victoria 
located at Cadboro Bay, and procee<l 
there before calling at Victoria. Cad- 
boro Bay being ten luiloa from ^'ictoria, 
without the sign of anything like a settle- 
ment, whereas Dyea Inlet the distance 
between the anchorage for sea-going ves- 
sels and the two settlements is not more 
than three miles, and to judge by ap- 
pearances the settlement at Skagway is 
certainly more entitled to ho called a 
town than tlie oue at Dyea so called, the 
liret having a wharf for sea-going veseela 
to lie alongside, and tho aiichora(^e being 
within 100 yards of the landing ground ; 
the other has no particular landing site, 
ships having to anchor at least two milea 
from where freight can be landed at the 
camping groun(l. 

Furthermore, we had tho example of 
vessels having landed their freight at 
the same location, viz., eteaniahips 
Queen, lalaiulor. Tees and Hoealie, As 
to any indignation having been express- 
ed in regard to the above all'air, I 
may eay that as far aa the ship ia con- 
cerned there has been nothing of the 
kind. I simply carried out the instruc- 
tions as received at Mary Island and 
Juneau, without passing any remarks 
about the action soaght to be taken bv 
the ofHcer at Dyea. Bat aa the appoint- 
ment of a customs officer at Dyea Inlet 
at the time of tlie Danube's arrival had 
evidently been made without notifying 
the otlier ports of entry in Alaska, I 
have no doubt that hereafter vessels en- 
tering the first port of entry in Alaska 
will receive definite instructions how to 
proceed.'further. and no more clashing 
of aathority-Tyill occur. \V.\i. Min icn.

THE. BIRD OF FREEDOM.^

»nd the Treatment of the'Tbuns—^How 

They Arc Gaptarod. 

There are luany cnRlcs in tho Tenncs- 
soo moniitaiiiK, uiitl tliero are mouiitaiu- 
eers who are expert ciitchors . of tlio 
( ouiig eaglets, who reap rich rewards in 
return for tlieir porilonB risks and nd- 
vcutnre.s. Eagles miiko their oyrios 
amoufj; the clof ta and craga of the high- 
est iiiouutnins of tho state. They are 
found oil the Stone mountain, the groat 
Hoauc, 0,29(3 feet high; tho Bald, 5,5S0 
feet; tho Groat Smoky range, 0, G8C 
feet; tho Bnllhend, «,()"l2 foet; on the 
Uniika, tho Big Stone and others, none 
of thom less (ban 6,000 feet above the 
level of tho conntry at their feet * 

Yonng eagles hring from $40 to $80, 
occasionally $100. ICagles that are of 
Ronio ago. and of a great size (sucli nro 
rarely captured, however) hring as high 
as §^00 and poOO. Eagles which have to 
bo killed while trying to capture them 
nro valtiable to taxidozinists, -who al- 
ways find an ea^ market fpr a groat 
stuffed eagle. Their feathers, especially 
the wing and tail" feathers, are sold for 
good prices. 

The eagle builds its nest npon the top 
of a mighty tree growing far up on tho 
mountr.iu among tho myriad of twining 
vincH, or in tho thickest and almost in- 
accessible growth of bu.shcs and shrub.s, 
or on the sumniit of a high rock. An 
caglo'.s nest i.s a large one always, and 
is strongly and comfortably built. Largo 
sticks ami branches are laid together, 
nearly flat, and bound with twining 
vinos. Tho spacious inside is covered 
Yi-ith hair and mossos so niinutelj woven 
to;^ellier that no wind cau cntOr. 'flfo 
it^i^^Ler bird lays two eggs, which aro 
cnrioiitics. Tho long end tapers down 
to a point. Tho color of tho egg is a 
ground of brownish red, with many dots 
and .spots upon it Tho egg itself is 
pinof f the wild and savage parentage. 

An eagle lives from 80 to 160 years. 
T;.!) young birds are driven forth by 
Ih' ir s.ivagc parents to scratch for them- 
Fftlves i\s soon us thoy are able to fly. No 
trsining i.s given them by tho old bird. 
That is left to their wild instincts, 
V. hich hunger and ncne.s.^ity develop. 
Theie i.s no going "back to tho old 
h.nne" for tho young eagle. The mother 
bird tnars up ever vestige of tho nest 
wbsrs they have thriven since birth, and 
while they emit plaintive shrieks tho 
ol^ bird darts at them and pushes thom 
off th*» craga or rook.s, and to prevent 
falling thoy must take to their wings, 
and tliia is )iow tln-y learn to fly. It 
takes tlirco yeai-s for a j-oung eaglo to 
gain its full and complcto plumage and 
strength. 

Away up in the mountains tho eaglo 
finds it as hard to gain .sub.'^i.stenco as do 
the grumblers of tlid plain. Thoprecari- 
ouKness of its oxi.stonco and tho wild 
ui/inner in which food is gathered soom 
to give tho bird ferocity as it grows 
older. Thoy range among tho niountnius 
and valleys in pairs, their young never 
followin;-. but doing tho best they can. 
The st<'i;i, unsocial tyranny, beginning 
with thi> hoiueloss and outcast oaglet, is 
continued in later years with their 
mattis. 

If the male bird bo the stronger, tho 
moat of tho prey bt.dongs to Iiini, and he 
allows tho female to eat a paltry share 
between fiorre tliiaists of his beak at her. 
If the fomalo is the stronger (and she 
generally is), tho male bird cowers and 
winces under many a fierce blow from 
bis unfeeling wife, no matter how small 
the morsel ho get.s. But when danger 
thrfaten.s, no human jiair cau battle so 
liorceU'for each nllicr as can two eagles. 
TliM breeding season begins about March, 
and c:;ch mule has but oiio mate during 
his entiro life. If tho female is killed 
or captured, tho surviving male becomes 
an eaglo InTUiit and lierccr than over. 

Tli>'y aro often seen near their nests 
togctlu r, and wlieu tho sun is shining 
take their majestic flights straight to- 
ward that great ball of fire until they 
disappear from sight. Sitting upon the 
mountain sidi>, their vision is so keen 
that they f:aii see, far down the valley, 
a sheep or young goat, a big turkey or 
roiister, a small pig, rabbit, or largo 
bird, and almost in the twinkling of an 
eye they descend suddenly uiion their 
victim. (Jiw inighly grasp and a twist 
of their talons and the victim is dead, 
lung lu fori^ tho eaglo lays it down for a 
rejiiwl. An eaglo cau live trwoand thrco 
days, and even flvo days, upon a gorg- 
ing meal. They prey npon all sorts of 
largo birds, fish, lambs, kids and goats. 
Of tontiiucs, when a large calf or goat is 
to be a! lacked and carrii'd oil', four or 
six of them will unite and carry oil' the 
the carcass, when they will immediate- 
ly begin to fight it out to seo which of 
them is eiii.itlcil to the choicest bits, and 
it IS Inily a surviv.il of tho fittest in 
i::;cli cnin;;at,H as these. 

iMiglcs are caiiturcd by expert moun- 
taineers, who s])y upon the parent bird 
building lior nest and wait for the 
breeding season. After a duo time they 
scale tho mouiitains, and, well armed 
for the inevitable liglit with the parent 
birds, go to these mountain eyries. Of- 
tentimes four men aro required to let 
(ino of them down a Steep prooipice or 
cliff, while two of thom, dead shots 
with tho riflo, shoot and kill the old 
birds npon their lirst approach, for it 
fares ill with tho daring robber who at- 
tempts to secure tho young birds with 
none to proteot but himself. In this way 
aro many of tho old birds killed for tho 
taxidermists or for feathers, while the 
eaglets aro borne away and caged for a 
good sale. — Cincinnati Enquirer.

In St. Nicholas Wolcott Lo Clear

nona. ' Mr. Beard says" he was very 
fond of tho lizards with which these 
plains abounded, and one largo variety, 
called_ swifts, from their remarkable 
speed in running, seemed to bo especial- 
ly coveted. 

Whenever ono of these was caught, 
which was rot often, Moses would be 
brought out, and, after the swift had 
^.dieu a ten foot start, would bo set free. 
Tho lizard would promptly resolve itself 
into a white streak across tho desert, 
and, screaming with ezoitement half 
miming, half flying, Moses would pur- 
sue, followed by tho laughing crowd, of 
which only those on horseback had 
much chance of keeping up.

The judgment of the Pull court de- 
livered on Thursday by Mr. Justice Mc- 
Creight in Madden v. Nelson & Fort 
Sheppard Railway Company, deals with 
the powers of the provincial legislature 
to make laws respecting Dominion rail- 
ways. In this judgmeatMr, Jastice Mc- 
Creight complimented Mr. Gordon 
Hunter on his able argument for the 
respondents. The chief paeaages of the 
jadgment are as follows : 

The plaintiffs sue the defendant com- 
pany for the loss of two horaea belong- 
lug to the plaintill's. The case was tried 
by His Honor .ludge Foria with a jury, 
and they found in substance that the 
animals were driven into a trestle by an 
engine on the company's track and sus- 
tained serious injuries. One I gather 
was killed and the other so injured that 
it had to bo destroyed. The iury found 
that the railroad was not fenced. The 
Nelson and Fort Sheppard Eailway 
Company was incorporated by an act of 
the legislature of British Columbia, but 
by petition prayed that tho railway be 
declared to be a work for the general 
advantage of Canada and the com- 
pany a body corporate within tho 
jurisdiction of the parliamentof Canada. 
Accordingly by 56 Victoria 0. 67 D., the 
railway of the company was declared to 
be a work for the general advantage of 
Canada, and by section 2 it was provided 
that the railway act of Canada should 
apply instead of the British Columbia 
Railway Act, to all matters and things 
to which the Railway Act v.'ould apply 
j[ tlie company had originally derived its 
authority to construct and operate its 
railway from the parliament of Canada, 
and as though it were a railway con- 
Htructed or to be constructed under the 
authority of an act passed by the parlia- 
ment of Canada. The question argued 
before the Full court was whether sec- 
tion 1 of the Cattle Protection Act, 1801, 
B.C., was intra vires, or in other words 
was the company boond to fence 

under section 1 Mr. Hunter 

argued that the only object of the local 
act was protection of cattle and not to 
interfere with tho railway, and be 
seemed to consider that it did not con- 
flict with Dominion legislation, and he 
argued that it was the duty of the courts 
to avoid ae far as possible a decision that 
there was a conflict of jurisdiction, and 
ho referred to the remarks of the judi- 
cial committee in the Parsons Insur- 
ance case, 7 App. Cas., I presume at 
pp. 108, 109, which, however, seem only 
to indicate that the Imperial legislature 
could not have intended that a conflict 
should exist between the powers given 
to the federal and those given to the 
provincial legislatures. And he argued 
that section 194 of the Bail way Act of 
18SS D., requiring fences and cattle 
guards to be erected in the cases and 
under the circumstances therein men- 
tioned was not inconsistent with section 
1 of tho local act. And further that the 
Dominion has not sought to cover the 
ground covered by local legislature, a 
point which I shall deal with presently. 
Now it seems to me that there 
is an obvious inconsistency in 
tho Eectiou 104 and its aub-section 
3 as amended by subBCction 8 
of section 2 of C. 28, of 58 Vic, witii sec- 
tion 1 of the local act; for perusal of the 
Dominion and local legislation respec- 
tively showfl that companies under the 
former will often, and in many cases be 
considered exempt from liability, where 
local legislation, supposing it to be con- 
stitutional, must unquestionably reach 
them. Indeed we can have no better 
illustration than that afforded by the 
present case, for it was not disputed that 
according to Dominion legislation the 
company were not liable, and that ac- 
cording to local legislation they were 
liable. As to the iioint that tlie Dom- 
inion has not sought to cover the ground 
covered by local legislation, I think the 
answer is plain that at common 
law tho occupiers of adjoining 
closes aro not bound to fence 
either against or for the benefit of each

the general 'ruie of law is that I am. 
bound to take care that my beasts do not 
trespass on the land of my neighbor. 
And he is only bound to take care that 
his cattle do not wander from his land 
and tresspass on mine." In this case 
the company are clearly not liable by 
common law. Now if wo take this doc- 
trine in connection with the law as to the 
coiielrnetionof statutes, that " it requires 
a distinct and positive legislative enact- 
ment to alter any clearly established 
principle of law, and that statutes are 
not presumed to make ony alteration in 
the common law further or otherwise 
than as the act does expressly 
declare" Uardcastle on statutes pp. 
138 and 139) we have a distinct answer 
to Mr. Hunter's objection that Domin- 
ion_ legislation does not displace that 
which is local inasmuch as It is silent. 
The author refers to Arthur v. Boken- 
ham 11 Mod. Bep., and Bolf and Bank 
of Australasia v. Flower L. E. 1., P. 0- 
27, but as thepoint formed an important 
part of Mr. Eiaater'a argument it may 
be right to refer to more of the numer- 
ous authorities on this subject. At page 
112 of the same author we find tho fol- 
lowing passage referring to Heydon's 
case in 3 Coke's reports "That for tho 
sure and true interpretation of all 
statutes in general, &c., restrictive or 
enlarging of tho common law, four 
things are to be discerned and consider- 
ed, (1) What was the common law 
before the making of the act'i" 
(2) ^Vhat was the mischief and 
defect for which the common law did not 
provide? (3) What remedy the parlia- 
ment hath resolved and appointed to 
cure the disease of the commonwealth? 
(•1) The true reason of tho remedy, etc." 
Again, at pages 321 and 322 of the same 
work wo find tho following : " The com- 
mon law, says Lord Coke, in 1 Institute 
115b, has no controller in any part of it 
but the high court of parliament, and it 
it be not abrogated or altered by parlia- 
mcnt, it remains still." And the author 
proceeds : " If it is clear that it was the 
intention of the legislature in passing a 
new statute to abrogate the previous 
common law on the subject, the common 
law must give way and the statute must 
prevail, etc." And in page 322 wo find 
as follows: "It is a sound rule, said 
Bylee, J., in Reg. v. Morris, L.R. 1 C.C. 
Rd., at page 05, to construe a statute in 
conformity with the common law rather 
than against it, except where and so far 
as tho statute is plainly intended 
to alter the course of the common hiw." 
These authorities satisfy me that sec- 
tion 19i of the R. R. Act D. of 1888 
should be construed in effect as if the 
Act haa said that the common luw should 
remain, except as altered by section 194. 
No draagbtaman, of coarse, would think 
of inserting such a provision. Innova* 
tions of that nature have given rise to 
several attempts at misapplication of the 
maxim, " expreesio unius est exclusio 
alteriuB," see the last edition of Maxwell 
on Statutes, pages 438, 401. In Wilbor- 
force on Statutes, page 20, it is said: 
" We are bound to assume in passing a 
statute the legislature had before its 
mind's eye an exact outline of the law 
allecting the particular subject with 
which it ia dealing. The new statute 
is intepded, if possible, to fit 
into the existing framework. No greater 
changg is to be made in the law than is 
absolutely necessary." In Lawson v. 
Laidlaw, et ux, 3 App. Cas. Ont. 77, a 
case on the Married Women's Property 
Acts, at page 89 we find the following 
quotation of a judgment of Draper, O.J., 
in Kramer v. Glass, lOTJ.P. i75 : " Every 
provision for these purposes is a depart- 
ure from the common law, and sO far as 
is necessary to give these provisions full 
efl'ect we must hold that the common 
law ia not superseded by them. But it 
is against principle and authority to in- 
fringe any further than is necessary for 
obtaining the full measure of relief or 
benefit the Act was intended to give." 
'The same matter is put in a quaint and 
amusing manner by Bishop iu hia 
treatise on Statutory Crimes, edition 2, 
sec. 7: "Prior law and statute com- 
bining. Every statute, aa just said, com- 
bines and operates with the en- 
tire law whereof it becomes a 
part, so that without a discernment 
of the original mass, one can form no 
Correct idea of the action of the new 
element. Aa if the provision is that he 
who steals another's watch shall be im- 
prisoned in .the penitentiary five years. 
A <babe of two years seizes the watch and 
throws it into the fire. Here is an act, 
not speaking now of the intent, 
apparently within the -statutory terms. 
No exception in favor of babes is written 
in the enactment. So il we do not look 
into the prior law, the babe must go to 
the jifinitentiary. But the unwritten law 
had already provided thatnochikl under 
seven years of age shall be the subject of 
criminal prosecution. By interpreta- 
tion, therefore, the statutory provision is 
limited by this one of the common law, 
etc." 

Air. Dufl' pointed out in his reply that 
section 19-1 had only limited the opera- 
tion of the common law, but I think it 
is well to call attention to the authori- 
ties which I have quoted and which I 
think show that by interpretation the 
common law as to fencing, m reference 
to Dominion railways, has been altered 
by the act of ISSS, a. 10-1 and no further 
and consequently that the plaintill's can- 
not recover inasmuch as they do not fall 
within tho ])urvicw of section 10! and 
that provincial legislation purjiorting to 
extend the liability lieyond the opera- 
tion of section lii! O must be inopera- 
tive as being unconstitutional. I think 
the decision of tho learned tbunty 
Court Juilgo must be reversed with costs 
in the court below, and that this appeal 
mast be allowed with costs. Mr. Jus- 
tice McColI agrees with this judgment.

To THE Editok: — The ateamahip Port 
land, from St Michael, ia dne at Seattle 
on the 22nd inat. She will in all proba 
bility bring a large quantity of gold duet 
from tlie Canadian Yukon. In thatcaee 
her arrival will add to the world-wide 
interest and streams of population to the 
North Paciflc Coast. It ia juat aa im 
portant that the gold extracted from the 
Canadian Northwest should be brought 
to the Oanadlan Paciflo Goast cities aa 
that miners fitting out for the Elondyke 
should purchase their aupplies in Can- 
ada. It is the returned miner investing 
hia coin in the country which adds im- 
inecBely to the general prosperity. What 
is being done to induce the flow of gold 
dual to come to our Coaat cities'? 

The Dominion govenimect have (un 
wisely to my mind) imposed an exorhi- 
tant royalty upon gold mined in the 
Northwest Territory, Will that induce 
miners to bring their gold here or to 
Vancouver? Will it not bo a strong in 
diicement to evade the impost and re- 
move the dust anywhere except to a 
Canadian city? 

The congeated condition of the passes 
at the head of Lynn canal, Alaska, the 
loss of business this year to British Col- 
umbia, the fact that returned miners 
have to first laud in an American Coaat 
city, ia the inevitable result ol the want 
oi forethought in making provision for 
properly opening ISO miles of road from 
the Stikine to Teslin lake, and the non- 
operation of a line of steamships from 
Victoria and Vancouver to Telegraph 
Creek, on the Stikine, It that route had 
been properly opened, eBtablisbed and 
advertised, and uuwiae mining regula- 
tions not been promulgated, the stream 
of miners now blocked in the Alaskan 
passes to British Columbia and the 
Canadian Northwest would have largely 
been diverted to the Canadian cities and 
the through Canadian route by the 
Stikine to Dawson City. In due season 
the returned miner with hia Canadian 
gold dust would bo visible in our midat. 

We cannot expect many people to 
come to a city and outfit, or to return 
with treasure, anless a meana of travel 
to and from the city to the mining 
centre is constantly available. Miners 
and traders do not come for their health; 
they are actuated purely by bneiness 
considerations. In their migrations to 
and from the mining districts they travel 
by the route which gives them the best 
means of access and egress and is moat 
profitable. They spend their leisure in 
the city that aflbrds inducement for in- 
vestment and means of pleasure. They 
do not care whether it is British 
American, unlesa driven from either 
country by narrow and contracted legia 
lation. 

The Stikine-Tealin lake wagon road 
should be built as a government work 
Is there any otlier practical road of equal 
or less mileage the construction of which 
points to such poasibililies? It will 
open up through the heart of the north- 
western portion of the continent of 
America, a waterway extending to the 
Bering Sea, and to the Arctic Ocean. 
It gives immediate access to numerous 
rivers, atreams and creeks flowing from 
the Rocky Mountains on our aide and 
the Coaat range on the other. It brings 
all the vast mining territory tributary to 
the North Pacific coast cities by a plea- 
sant route over British Columbia soil 
and by a waterway open to the ocean to 
British vceaele. llorsea and beef cattle 
can be brought from the interior of the 
province and driven to the mining 
camps increasing in value every day 
consequent upon the abundant feed 
along its route. Miners can procure 
game on the land, fish iii the waters, and 
totally avoid the dangerous Miles Canon 
and the White Horse rapida wliicii must 
now be encountered on the Lynn Canal 
routes, Custom house complicationa 
are reduced to a minimum. You must 
please excuse my recurrence to this 
subject but I feel that if the powers that 
•-"■■trol the public purge strings can be

THE ROAD QUESTION. 

To THE Editor :— A by-law will shortly 
come before the ratepayers empowering 
the council to borrow $100,000 for the 
improvement of our streets. That oar 
atreets are not ia a satisfactory condition 
cannot be denied. Is the present a snit- 
able time to aaddle ourselves and aiic- 
ceasors for the next 10 years with an ex- 
penditure of say .^14,500 per annum? 
Would such an expenditure secure good 
roads to any adequate extent, unless 
confined to a small area? 

The central portions of Government, 
Douglas, Yates and Johnson streets are 
thoroughfares in which the largest sec- 
tion of the public are primarily intereat- 
ed, and theae streets should be paved so 
aa to be free from noise, daat and mad, 
ao that they can be swept and cleaned 
every day. Thia cannot be secured by 
macadam, and it ia not worth while re- 
placing the present style of road metal- 
ling with anything less than the very 
beat obtainable, at any rate in these aec- 
tiona. No cheese-paring stylo of road 
making ia of any real uae; it is the 
worst posaible economy, or rather the 
most extravagant wayof doing the worst 
poBsiblo kind of work. 

The material used and the method of 
aying asphalt iu this country has not 
proved succeasful ; the material has to 
be imported and, to secure good work, 
foreign labor accustomed to the material 
would also have to be imported. I have 
had plenty experience of thia in Loudon 
and Paris and speak with certainty on 
thia matter. Beaides thia, even it alien 
labor and material were available and it 
waa desirable to send our earnings out 
of the country, asphalt, under humid at- 
mosplieric inlluencea, is very slippery 
and dangerous to liorees.

free from all the objections to asphalt. 
Hero it would he u home product and 
could be laid by local labor. Tlio only 
point ia tho treatment of the material 
and the method of laying. The blocks 
should be close grained, preferably from 
the butt end of the log, uniform in texture 
uid selected perfect; !l inches long, 3 in- 
ches wide and Sinchesdeep; cut grain on 
eilue and thoroughly desiccated. Tliey 
should belaid in sand on a bed of sand 
or a foundation or roadbed of concrete, 
G inches thick, lluehed up witli liquid 
cement mortar and when dry grouted 
with tar and strewn with gravel. !Such 
a road surface would require no repair 
for thu lirfit four years, and laat nine to 
ten years with aligiit repairs in jjlaces. 
Thu roadbed would outlast several re- 
newals of the surface. Thia would make 
the cheapest aud beat investment for 
tlio city and should drat be laid iu the 
sectioa indicated and extended through- 
out the main tfaoronghfarea within the 
city limits. 

It is not desirable that a wood pave- 
ment should lie too long; after eight or 
nine years it gets bumpy and uneven, 
and at the expiration of about ten to 
twelve years should he entirely relaid, 
CreoBOtitig the block would extend the 
life of the roadway, but at considerable 
expense, and would be juat ao much 
extra cost thrown away, because, after a 
certain limit of time the roadway ia 
practically worn out. 

I notice the concrete guttor laid last 
year opposite Bpnncor's is showing signs 
of wear, and also that tho road block 
crosainga are as perfect aa they day thev 
were laid. Tho vitrified brick sidewalk 
opposite the five Sisters block seems to 
meet all the rcquirementa of the case. 
Vancouver waa propoaing to replace the 
asphalt there laid down with wood blocks 
for the reasoaa I refer to ; London haa 
done so time and time again and wood 
is used, but under the deliberate inten- 
tion of relaying it every eight or ten 
years, according to the traffic it has to 
sustain.

In those days of rush and hurry wlieii 
a fond father goes home tired out, per- 
haps with selling a raft of gootls to pro- 
spective Klondykers, ho needs hia rest, 
and it is conducive to neither health nor 
bappineps if he ia awakened in the night 
by tiie baby howling with the colic, and 
demanding papa's care and a promenade 
to soothe it's sobbings. 

Mr. Kipling'a invention curea all thia, 
for it is acradle that wbrka by machinery 
80 simple that, after winding it up like a 
clock, papa may snooze again sure that 
the cradle will rock smoothly and noise- 
lessly. Thia cradle is hung on knife- 
edge bearings, and beneath in a box ia a 
spring motor with escapement wheel 
which makes the motion faster or slower 
afl desired. Tho driving wheel ia operat- 
ed by a train of toothed wheels and 
works a bell crank lover which gives a 
aide motion. An arm from this 
conneete with a slot projecting 
from the bottom of the cradle, 
and with thia simple machinery 
the new woman will be able to make the 
vain boaat that " the hand thatrocka the 
cradle rulea tho world."
